“All appointment in the public service shall 
be made for the good of that service, and seely upon 
merit and fitness, as established by appropriate test 
without regard to partisan politic, race, color or 
religious belief." ' „ 

This alone will surely answer any questions or 
doubts regarding the hiring practices of the City of 
San Jose for the doubting ones. 

If you or some member of your family are look¬ 
ing for a sound and stable form of employment, it be¬ 
hooves you to investigate the employment possibilities 
offered by the City of San Jose. Each job has basic 
requirements such as high school diploma, while mere 
technical work will require college degrees and prac¬ 
tical job experience in the field of work sought. 

As a Mexican American citizen, | believe that 
all of you should visit qll the City and County facili¬ 
ties to see the many Mexican Americans that are em¬ 
ployed all the way from the maintenance department 
thru all the City offices including the City Manager's 
offices. Truly it can be said without any equivoca¬ 
tion that the City of San Jose as well as the County of 
Santa Clara, make no distinction regarding race, 
color, creed, political beliefs or national origin. To 
believe is to see and thus really appreciate a City 
that has earned '’The ALL AMERICA CITY" title and 
award. 

If you have the educational requirements and 
can qualify, visit the City of San Jose Personnel Of¬ 
fices and find out how you can obtain constant and 
gainful employment. 

The following are some of the basic employ¬ 
ment information and benefits: You must be a citizen 



of the United States of America; you must possess mi¬ 
nimum qualifications as listed for each type of em¬ 
ployment; you apply by filling out an official appli¬ 
cation form no later than the final filing date speci¬ 
fied for each type of job open; all candidates select¬ 
ed for appointment are required to pass a medical ex¬ 
amination prior to appointment; all candidates are 
fingerprinted and required by law to sign a loyalty 
oath; veterans preference will be five points added to 
passing scores of any veteran having honorable service 
of 90 days or more duration, and ten points if such a 
veteran has a rated, service-connected disability; 
candidates who pass all parts of their examination will 
be placed on the eligible list in order of their final 
examination; all appointments are made from the list 
of eligibles as vacancies occur and departments make 
their choice from the top three persons; salaries are 
stated on the examination announcements; holidays 
and vacations are twelve holidays a year; two weeks 
vacation after one year of employment and three weeks 
after five years; sick leave with pay is accrued at 
the rate of 10 working days per year and up to a max¬ 
imum of 150 days. 

Upon retirement the employee receives pay for 
any unused accumulated sick leave; disability and 
workmens compensation benefits are given all em¬ 
ployees under the California State Compensation In¬ 
surance Fund; retirement plans cover all regular em¬ 
ployees except fire and police personnel who have 
their own; social security covers all employees ex¬ 
cept those of the police and fireman personnel. 

Other benefits include andaré available to 
employees are a low-cost hospital and medical plan 
as well as a credit union. 

Space does not permit the listing of the many, 
many types of employment listed but in another future 
article a listing of all employees and their rate of pay 
will be given. 

If you are interested in City employment, then 
visit the offices of the San Jose City Civil Service 
Commission located at Room 211, San Jose City Hall, 
801 North Flat Street, and discover for yourself if you 
can qualify. 

Please remember you have the same job oppor¬ 
tunity as any other citizen of our City and County if 
you have the educational qualifications and if in the 
future anyone tell you that this is not true, tell them 
to look up the City Charter and look under Article 16 
of Section 102 and their doubts will be answered.

MAPA HOLDS SUCCESSFUL CONVENTION IN L.A. 


The Mexican American Political Association 
(MAPA) held its 4th state convention November 9 
and 10 at the Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles. Julius 
Caste I an, Daly City Civil Enginéer, was re-elected 
President of the statewide organization. Main speak¬ 
ers were Governor Brown who presented a review of 
the educational, employment and housing problems of 
1.7 million California Mexican Americans and the ef¬ 
forts his administration has made to solve them. 

Sidney Zagri, the Teamsters' political and 
legislative director, substituting for Jimmy Hoffa said 
that the union's political arm would support the Mex¬ 
ican Americans as it did in Crystal City in the move to 
incorporate East Los Angeles. A movement is under¬ 
way for incorporation of East LA whose population is 
approximately 65% Mexican American. Nash Galin¬ 
do, local chapter President of MAPA and Mrs. Galin¬ 
do, attended the convention. 

TEXAS VOTES DOWN REPEAL OF POLL TAX 

Because a voter has to pay $1.75 as a poll tax 
in Texas many citizens who cannot afford this tax have 
been kept from the polls. 

This tax has kept many Mexican Americans 
from voting. Most of the southern states have now 
abolished the poll tax and a recent election was held 
in Texas to repeal the tax. The tax was NOT repeal¬ 
ed and if you live in Texas it still costs you $1.75 to 
vote. 

Albert Peña, leader of PASSO, charged that 
Governor John Connally helped to defeat the abolish¬ 
ment of the tax. He also said that John Birchers and 
ultra-right wingers led the fight against the abolish¬ 
ment of the tax.

CATCHING UP ON THE MAIL : 

The latest press release of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, National League and World baseball champs 
for 1963, was on our desk when we came to work, 

Interesting. E. J. Bavasi, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Los Angeles Dodgers, an¬ 
nounced one of the most unusual home schedules in 
Dodger history for the 1964 National League cam¬ 
paign. Eighty-one Dodger Stadium games will be 
distributed over seventy-seven dates and NINE home 
stands instead of the seven for 1963. 

Appropriately, Walt Alston's Dodgers will 
swing into action against the team which gave them 
the roughest run for the money down the pennant drive 
in 1963. The getaway series consists of a pair of nite 
games, April 14-15, with the St. Louis Cardinals. 

One of the Sunday doubleheaders (August 16) 
also involves the Redbirds. 

Willie Mays and the San Francisco Giants open 
the Dodgers' second home stand with a night game on 
Friday, May 1. The Giants will be at Dodger Stadium 
for two week-ends in 1964. Their second weekend 
visit falls on July 24-25-26 and the final trip here for 
the Candlestickers involves three night games August 
24-25-26. 

DODGER DOTS AND DASHES . 

Of the 11, 382, 277 fans who saw National 
League baseball last season, 4, 173,444 saw the L.A. 
Dodgers in their pennant pursuit. That was the Dod¬ 
gers' season total — 2, 538, 602 at home and a total 
of 1, 634, 842 on the road. 

The world champion Dodgers were the top draw 
among visitors to Chicago, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis and San Francisco. 

* * 

Bob Miller was the National League's stingiest 
"gopher ball" pitcher last season. He yielded only 
seven homers in 187 innings, an average of only one 
every 26.7 innings. During his last nineteen games 
(67-2/3 innings) he gave up one and in all of his 19 
relief jobs ( 55-2/3) he gave up NONE.

Maury Wills tied a stolen base record, without 
great fanfare, during the 1963 season. He led his 
league with 40 and that was the fourth straight season 
he was the National League's top rabbit. 


Before the 1963 season Sandy Koufax found 
St. Louis one of his roughest foes. He went into the 
campaign with a 7-8 lifetime record with a career 
ERA of 4.77 against the Cards. Then, in '63, he 
posted a 4-0 record, allowed only five earned runs 
on 27 hits In 46-2/3 innings and enjoyed an 0.96 
ERA against them.

A tough guy when the chips are down - or men 
on the bases — is Ron Fairly, Dodgers' First Baseman 
and Outfielder. Ron had the best average on the club 
with teammates on the runways, hitting .341. With 
the bases empty — .212. 

* * 

National League pitchers had the greatest shut¬ 
out season in many a moon during the *63 season. 
They threw 154 of them I The all-time league record 
of 163 was set away back in 1908. But the Dodgers 
were blanked fewer times (8) than any team in the 
league. Strangely, they were shut out seven times the 
first half of the season but not again until after they 
hod clinched the National League pennant. 

• * 

Don Drysdale went into the 1963 season with 
a 13game personal winning streak gainst the Phillies. 
That was the only club he didn't whip in 19631 He 
had six shots at them. On the final day of the sea- 
son, trying for victory No. 20, Don left the game 
leading the Phillies 1-0 after five full innings. But 
his reliever failed to defend the margin — so Don had 
to be satisfied with a 1-0 decision over the Yankees 
in the World Series for his 20th win of the season.

Tommy Davis must dream of a league made up 
completely of left-handed pitchers. During the last 
three seasons he has batted .352, .398 and .376 vs.
